Q.—W hy is faith mentioned among the 
last of the fruits of the Spirit? (Gal. 
5:22, 23). Is there not some special reason 
for this? 

A.—Many seem to assume that there is 
definite, purposeful order here, much as 
the corner grocer might arrange baskets 
of fruit for display, putting the luscious, 
attractive specimens on the top. But I see 
no significance in the arrangement of this 
fruit of the Spirit nor any scriptural war- 
rant for assuming that one is more im- 
portant than another. This is the fruit of 
the Spirit growing silently, without strug- 
gle or ostentation. The blessed Spirit does 
not scatter these fruits promiscuously, giv- 
ing love without joy and joy without peace 
and peace without faith or any of these 
without self-control. But where the Spirit 
abides ungrieved, all this blessed array of 
fruit will be found in gracious profusion 
and beautiful symmetry. 


The gifts of the Spirit are divided sev- 


erally and we are authorized to covet the 
best, but to be entirely devoid of any one 
of these fruits of the Spirit is evidence of 
immaturity. 


Q.—How may I keep filled with the 
Spirit? 

A.—(1) By minding the things of the 
Spirit: (Romy 8:5: Gale321,.2). (2) By 
prayer and meditation (Eph. 6:18; Isa. 
40:31). (3) By doing the things that 
please God (1 Jno. 8:29; 1 Thess. 4:1). 

Q.—Where does our tithe properly be- 
long? 

A.—In the storehouse—the house of 
God (Mal. 3:10). The tithe should be en- 
tirely devoted to spiritual ends and pur- 
poses. 

Q.—Why do some preachers have every 
one come to the altar after every service? 

A.—There is no exact scriptural prece- 
dent for the modern after-service. It is 
a convenient and time-honored custom that 
has worked well. Should we discard it, 
what better method could we adopt for 
helping awakened hungry souls find a sat- 
isfying experience with God? However, 
we should guard against formality even in 
altar services. Changes and variety will 
prove helpful. 


Q.—When tarrying for the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit, should the person tarrying 


seek only to speak in tongues? 


A.—No, indeed! He should seek onl 
to be filled with the Spirit, dismissing an 
thought of tongues or other effects. I 
my opinion, undue attention given to tha 
physical manifestation of speaking ir 
tongues, has been a grief to God and a 
source of weakness in this great spiritual 
movement. From its early beginnings wise 
leaders have cautioned against the childish 
tendency to be overly enamored with cer 
tain ecstatic physical effects. The one pre f 
eminent need is for a mighty onfall of the | 
Spirit. Attention should be focused enh 
tirely upon our highly exalted Lord Jesus} 
Christ who alone baptizes with the Holy 
Spirit (Matt. 3:11; Acts 10:44-46) .

Then it was that I had an experience 
which I shall never forget. Blindness set- 
tled down over my eyes. Light was not 
discernible. Blackness enshrouded me. 
But stubbornly I kept on. An inner voice 
said, “You will kill yourself or someone 
else.” I retorted, “I don’t care how many 
people I kill or if I kill myself; I’m going 
to kill that man!” Three-quarters of a 
mile from the place where I was stricken 
blind, the veil was lifted from my eyes, but 
something laid hold of my throat like two 
large hands and passed on down to my 
lungs, stifling my breath and causing ex- 
cruciating pain. I drove madly on over a 
bridge, and as I came to the other side I 
could not breathe and felt as though I were 
dying. I plunged forward on the car seat 
and thought of God. I called, “My God! 
My God! What is this?” Then He an- 
swered me: “This is I. Come unto Me or 
I will take thy brother and thy sister.” My 
whole life opened before me and I saw how 
God had spoken to me in the past and had 


taken my loved ones from me. 


So I cried out to the Lord: “Thank you, 
Lord God! I will do anything you want 
me to do.” At once my lungs were relieved; 
I could breathe again. As I lifted myself 
up from the seat I was shouting to the top 
of my voice, praising the Lord for He had 
saved me there on the highway. Again 
came the voice of the Lord, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” I replied, “Lord, I will go.” 
This happened at three o’clock in the after- 
noon of October 14, 1932. 


I continued on toward Modesto. The 
Voice imperiously commanded me to go to 
the Pentecostal church “and let no man de- 
ceive you.” I said, “Lord, I can’t go,” be- 
cause I remembered previously when my 
wife and I had attended a Pentecostal 
church, I promised her I would never go 
again. I had said to her at that time: “I’ll 
never set my foot inside of another Pente- 
costal church because those people are 
crazy. If I were going to act like a fool I 
would get out in the backwoods somewhere 
but not before a congregation of people.” 
But the Lord told me that it was He speak- 
ing and not I. Then I remembered I had 
promised Him on the highway that I would

do anything He wanted me to do, so I said, 
“Thank you, Lord, I will go.” 


Upon returning to Modesto I drove to 
my sister’s place and told her about my 
conversion. She threw her arms around 
me and said, “Thank God! I have been 
praying for you.” Then I told her that 
God said for me to go to the Pentecostal 
church, and a frown came over her face. 
I said, “You can turn against me if you 
want to; the whole world can turn against 
me if it wants to; but I am going to the 
Pentecostal church knowing that I have 
God on my side.”

Among the charming stories of the Bible, 
there is one that has always held a peculiar 
fascination for folks down through the 
ages. In the little town of Bethany, very 
close to Jerusalem, lived two sisters and 
their brother, Lazarus. Often Jesus re- 
sorted to this quiet home, seeking a place 
to rest when he was tired and weary with 
the many hard duties of a trying day. On 
one such occasion these very devoted 
friends made a special supper party for 
Him to which they invited many guests. 
The story is so winsomely related in John’s 
Gospel in the twelfth chaper, verses 1 to 7. 


To this supper had been invited the dis- 
ciples of Jesus and no doubt many friends 
from the district nearby. In the course of 
the happy occasion, Mary took a jar of 
fragrant, costly ointment and poured its 
contents over the feet of Jesus. With ten- 
der delicateness she wiped His feet with 
her long, flowing hair. How much she had 
to be thankful for, because from Jesus she 
and her whole family had received many 
blessings. 


But one of the guests, in fact a very 
disciple of the Master, Judas Iscariot by 
name, petulantly blurted out, “What a 
waste of good money, Mary! This oint- 
ment might have been sold and the money 
given to the poor. But you have just the 
same as wasted it by pouring it upon Jesus’ 
feet.” 

At first thought it would seem as if he 
were right. However, the inspired writer 
cryptically records the sad but true words, 
that Judas even though one of the chosen 
company, deep down in his own heart was 
a thief. And the fact remains that if the 
ointment had been sold and the money 
turned over to him as the treasurer of the 
group, the poor would have received none 
of it. 

In this simple, touching event, how gra- 
ciously Jesus Himself accepts the libation 
of love in its true worth. He sees not the 
mere material value of the ointment itself, 
but in the power of the Holy Spirit His eye 
of discerning faith sees deep beneath the 
surface and recognizes the spirit of grati- 
tude prompting such a sacrificial gesture 
upon the part of His thoughtful hostess.

There comes a time in the life of every 
hild of God when the test comes as to 
ether there shall be an absolute surren- 
er to God’s will and plan or if, to some de- 
ree at least, there shall be a letting down 
nd the allowing of a spirit of compromise 
) creep into the life. Just when this shall 
sme differs with the individual. Some 
vay come to the dividing of the ways 
nortly after being saved; while in other 
stances it may be one year or longer. Suf- 
ce it to say that all must face this crisis, 
nd to be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
"o realize the seriousness of this time of 
hoice will help us to search our hearts and 
ves thoroughly in preparation to making 
omplete consecration to do the will of 
ur Father. 


We must accept the fact that there are 
yany Christians who in the strictest sense 
f the word are not wholly consecrated. 
they may be saved but have never found 
nat there are deeper depths, higher heights 
nd broader expanses in the love of God 
nat can only be experienced as one draws 
ery near to the Lord. This type of a per- 
on is probably in the majority on the list 
f Christian people. We naturally com- 
are our lives with others and because 
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there are so many people that are content 
with the mere knowledge that they are 
saved, we seem to think that that is enough 
for us. In reality that is not enough when 
we consider the high standard that the 
Word of God holds up to us. Because the 
majority do not live up to their privileges 
in Christ is no indication that we too 
should fall short of whole-hearted surren- 
der and the yieldedness of our entire being, 
body, soul and spirit, unto the Lord and 
to His plan for our lives. 


The scriptures declare that it is the little 
foxes that spoil the vine, and we know it 
is the comparatively small things that oft- 
times hold us back from spiritual progress. 
Probably all of us have consecrated our 
will to God in regard to larger things, such 
as going to the foreign field or to preach 
the gospel or similar things; and yet some 
of us have not been willing to give up our 
little pet desires, or the yen for notoriety 
and the place of apparent importance, or 
to choose hardships as compared to ease 
and comfort. It is in the small things that 
we find the greatest hindrances to a depth 
of spirituality and consecration. 


The pathways of compromise and con- 
secration offer attractions that are actually 
opposite to each other. One offers that 
which will appeal to the deeply spiritual 
part of man; while the other appeals to 
the natural longings and desires. One of- 
fers a comparative life of ease and the 
other that of sacrifice. In the pathway 
of compromise one will be satisfied that he 
has been saved; while in that of consecra- 
tion he will never be satisfied as there will 
always be some one for whom to pray that 
he might obtain salvation. 


In the life of compromise one will be 
satisfied with “saying prayers” upon aris- 
ing and retiring; while in that of conse- 
cration there will be times of deep soul 
travail. In one type of living a person will 
give as little as possible in a financial way 
and still be respectable; while in the other 
the Christian will give freely of his posses- 
sions and will rejoice in doing it. In one 
a person will be out of Egypt and into the 
wilderness; while in the other he will have

gone all the way to Canaan and will have 
fought its battles and will be enjoying the 
grapes of Eschol. 


We human beings are by nature ctrea- 
tures of habit. As we go along in life we 
form good and bad habits, the both of 
which are difficult to break. That is why 
it can be said that the fork in the road of 
Compromise or Consecration can be called 
the most crucial point in a Christian’s ex- 
perience. If the spirit of compromise is 
allowed to permeate our being for a period 
of time it soon becomes habitual for us to 
live on the plane of shallowness and thus 
it will become practically impossible for 
us to break off that type of living and to 
after that consecrate whole-heartedly to 
God. That is why this point in our journey 
is so important and why so much hinges 
upon it. 


A certain class of people who read these 
lines will give assent to the truth herein 
stated because they have at some time past 
come to this fork in the road and have 
chosen the pathway of greatest ease and 
now find it doubly difficult to do anything 
else but live a superficial Christian life. 
The habit of partial compromise has so 
taken ahold of them that they seem unable 
to break its paralyzing grip. There are 
others who have also faced this crisis in 
their lives but who have chosen to conse- 
crate wholly and now they can but rejoice 
that in their early Christian experience the 
die had been cast for entire consecration 
and they had burned every bridge behind 
them so that they like Caleb could wholly 
follow the Lord. There is yet a third class 
of people and it is made up of those that at 
the present time face this greatest crisis of 
Christian experience. At this very time you 
are torn between the call of compromise 
(though perhaps it presents itself under a 
different name) and that of entire conse- 
cration. Could you but realize the vast 
importance of your decision and the great 
difference as to the life offered in each 
pathway, I think that in spite of the out- 
cryings of the flesh you will once and for 
all make complete abandonment of your 


life to God.

At San ‘Gnanciaseo Chunch 


When one contemplates the mercies of 
God over a period of twenty-eight years he 
is profoundly humbled. The history of 
Glad Tidings is fairly well known to many 
readers of this magazine. It had its begin- 
ning in a response to a definite call of God, 
which came to the present pastor about 
twenty-nine years ago. God then gave a 
big promise to him that if he would faith- 
fully obey the call there should be a great 
reward. God’s faithfulness is surpassingly 
wonderful. It looks now like God’s pledge 
of 100,000 souls might yet be fulfilled. 

It is a matter of history that upon his 
arrival in San Francisco the Plymouth 
Congregational Church on Post Street 
opened to him, free of rent. God had 
gone ahead. This was providentially en- 
couraging. God poured out His Spirit 
from the very first as a further evidence 
that he was in the divine will. This was 
in the fall of 1912. When the Plymouth 
Church was sold a lease for three years was 
contracted at 1735 O’Farrell Street, which 
was the site of Jim Corbett’s old saloon 
after the earthquake and fire of 1906. 
Here again God visited the work with His 
mighty power and gave one of the greatest 
revivals we had seen up to that time. It 
was at this place on April 23, 1913, that 
Mary MacCullough became the pastot’s 
wife. She was then to share the burdens 
and the increasing responsibilities of the 
work. 

The next move was to an old building 
at 1536 Ellis Street, which because of the 
mighty moving of the Spirit was to become 
known the world over. This building to 


become habitable needed much repair. 
Willing hands and hearts soon had it re- 
built and renovated. For ten years nightly 
meetings were conducted in this place. 
Hundreds of times the Spirit flowed like a 
mighty river and many thousands came 
under its heavenly sway. While here Cal- 
vary Mission and the Glad Tidings Bible 
Institute, about the first Assemblies of God 
School, had their beginnings. This was 
a L919: 

In 1924 while still at old 1536 Ellis 
Street, the six story Bible Institute build- 
ing was erected amid great rejoicing.

Ellis Street. This accoustically perfect 
structure for nearly sixteen years has ac- 
commodated the nightly meetings. The 
great Sunday School, said to be the largest 
in San Francisco, is already cramped for 
room and a new Sunday School building 
is hoped for in the not distant future. A 
very recent Sunday the attendance in the 
Sunday School and the preaching services 
aggregated some 2300 persons. 

Since coming into the present location 
the Grap Tiwincs monthly, now published 
by the District, was edited and published 
from this center for a period of eleven 
years. The great Glad Tidings shelter on 
Natoma Street fitted up for the housing 
of 450 persons per night was also managed 
from this center, and this enterprise the 
saints sustained magnificently. Services 
continue every night at Calvary Mission, 


754 Howard Street. 

A recent and valuable addition has been 
the purchase of a large travel board and 
sound equipped truck, which is driven over 
the city daily giving forth its invitational 
music and message, warning the people 
that God’s judgments are in the earth, that 
it is high time to repent or perish.

spect for people who have reached the later 
years of life. In Proverbs 16:31 we read, 
“The hoary head is a crown of glory, if it 
9e found in the way of righteousness.” 
Paul’s instructions for the proper conduct 
of those within the Christian household of 
faith include the following admonitions: 
‘Rebuke not an elder, but intreat him as a 
Father; and the younger men as brethren; 
he elder women as mothers; the younger 
as sisters, with all purity.” (1 Tim. 5:1, 2.) 
Goodspeed renders the first part of this 
Scripture as follows: “Never reprove an 
sider man, but appeal to him as to a 
father.” True Christian culture will mani- 
fest itself in this deference that is shown by 
he young toward those who are older. 
Here, especially, in honor we shall prefer 
yne another. 

Let those who, in the strength and vi- 
ality of their youth, have little time and 
ess patience for older peope reflect upon 
his obvious fact: they, too, will one day 
¢ old. Truly time marches on, and, un- 
wanted or not the years pass all too soon; 
ife is so short. The step becomes a little 
ess firm; the voice is not quite so strong; 
1 little less energy is evident and the man 
who, in the days of his youth was so full 
sf strength and so sure, awakes to discover 
hat he has become old in years. 

From one standpoint old age is glorious; 
from another it is tragic. In the case of 
he older minister he is able to look back 
wer a lifetime of usefulness and thank 
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“Workers together with Him.” 


God that he has been privileged to be of 
service to Christ. He can glory over many 
battles fought and victories won. But on 
the other hand there is also the tragic 
aspect of his later years. Now that he is 
older he is either less wanted or not wanted 
at all. There dawns on him the bitter con- 
sciousness that he is not needed. Often 
he is pushed aside or relegated to the side- 
lines or to a back corner. 

In all fairness let it be said that there 
are some negative characteristics of old age 
which may fasten themselves upon him 
unless he exerts constant vigilance and re- 
fuses to accept them as they appear. What 
are they? Let us name a few: 

1. The temptation to live always in the 
past; reminiscing. 

2. Failure to keep young in spirit. 

3. Growing inability to adapt oneself to 
new situations and improved methods. 

4. Failure to keep mentally awake 
through constant study and reading. 

5. Carelessness in regards to personal 
appearance. 

6. The temptation to despise the young 
and criticize their methods. 

Let us consider some of the positive as- 
pects of those of more mature years. What 
are the actualities? What are the possi- 
bilities? Here are some of them: 

1. Wide and fruitful experience. 

2. Maturity of judgment. 

3. Richness and mellowness of spirit. 

4. An understanding and sympathetic 
heart. 

5. A better informed mind; he has had 
many years in which to study the Word of 
God. 

6. A deeper spiritual experience; he has 
walked with God longer. 

Only this week the writer sat at meat 
with a lovely family which included a num- 
ber of young people. They began discuss- 
ing the kind of a man they wanted their 
next pastor to be. He must have, so they 
implied, all the attributes of the perfect 
minister with none of the frailties of hu- 
man nature. He must not be a man of 
older years because if he was, so they said, 
he would not take an interest in the young 


people. But this attitude toward young 
people is not limited to the older man; it 
is sometimes a characteristic of younger 
ministers also. 

There are those who assume that be- 
cause a man has gray hairs and is somewhat 
advanced in years his usefulness is at an 
end. Neither statistics nor history bear out 
this assumption. What are the facts? 
Some of the greatest work of the world, 
both secular and religious, has been ac- 
complished by those of advanced age. It 
is within the ken of all now living that 
Thomas A. Edison stayed in the laboratory 
until his death at the age of eighty-four. 
The scientist Lamarck at seventy-eight 
completed his great zoological work titled 
“The Natural History of the Inverte- 
brates.” At seventy-nine the writer Oliver 
Wendell Holmes was still going strong. 
Tennyson at eighty-three immortalized 
himself by writing “Crossing the Bar.” 
Victor Hugo did his best work between 
the ages of seventy and eighty. Jane 
Adams remained in active charge of her 
welfare organization, Hull House, until 
her death at the age of seventy-five. George 
Mueller, of Bristol, continued to feed and 
clothe his hundreds of orphans and to 
preach the glorious gospel of the Son of 
God until he fell asleep in Jesus at the age 
of ninety-three. 

A moment’s reflection will serve to re- 
mind us that such men as Dwight L. 
Moody, R. A. Torrey, General William 
Booth, did some of their greatest work in 
their later years. 

Shall we not look back to some of the 
older men of our own movement such as 
J. W. Welch, E. N. Bell, W. E. Moody, 
J. T. Boddy, Smith Wigglesworth and 
many others. Did they cease to be of 
service merely because the calendar said 
they were old? I tell you, Nay. Their 
generation and ours arise to call them 
blessed. 

In closing let me say a word about call- 
ing an older man to the pastorate. That 
board is short-sighted indeed which rejects 
a man as pastor merely on the grounds that

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THE BETROTHED VIRGIN

“Would to God ye could bear with me 
a little in my folly; and indeed bear with 
me. For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a chaste 
virgin to Christ. But I fear, lest by any 
means, as the serpent beguiled Eve through 
his subtilty, so your minds should be cor- 
rupted from the simplicity that is in 
Christ” (2 Cor. 11:1-3). 


Here Paul writes the Church at Corinth 
which was a Pentecostal assembly. Certain 
teachers had entered into the church and 
were belittling the apostle’s ministry. He 
is compelled to boast and remind the Cor- 
inthians of early days. 

The figure he used sets forth the love 
and affection such as should exist between 
each converted soul and our Lover Lord. 
He was jealous over them. Jealous with a 
jealousy of God lest they should lose their 
love to the Saviour. Look at the word es- 
poused—engaged, betrothed is its mean- 
ing. He says he had betrothed them to 
one husband. When did he do this? That 
day when he preached Christ to them as he 
found them in their sins. They became 
washed and justified, and Paul called it the 
day of their espousal, that is, their conver- 
sion day. 

Next Paul states his purpose—“thar I 
may present you as a chaste virgin to 
Christ.” On the day of the Lord’s return 
his delight would be to hand them over to 
their Lover Lord pure, true, clean, holy, 
never having lost their love and affection 
for Jesus. The wedding day of the be- 
trothed virgin, the Church, draws near. 
May we be kept clean and true till we see 
Him. 

This is illustrated in Genesis 2. The first 
Adam was put to sleep and God removed 
from his side that with which He builded a 
Bride for the firsts Adam. Even so the last 
Adam went to sleep in death on Golgotha, 
and from His blood-streaming side the new 
Eve is being now builded. Just as God 
presented the first Eve to the first Adam, so 
the last Eve is to be presented to the last 
Adam.

life is for our perfection. Eph. 4:11-12; 
Luke 6:40; Phil. 3:12-14; Col. 1:28-29. 

If we are to be perfect as He is perfect, 
then the same moral laws that govern 
God’s actions must govern ours. In other 
words, the moral laws are not rooted in 
the shifting customs of men but are rooted 
in God. This gives us real stability upon 
which to build.

was a perfect response. Seven thunders. 
Whether they were uttered in concert or 
in succession is not stated. Read Job 37:5; 
Ps. 29:3; 81:7; Jno. 12:27-30. Read also 
how God “thundered with a great thunder” 
in answer to Samuel’s prayer which was a 


prayer for deliverance (1 Sam. 7:8-10). 
John was not permitted to record what 
the thunders uttered. There have been 
those who have attempted to tell us. If 
God had wanted us to know He would cer- 
tainly have permitted John to write what 
he was “about to write.” The subject mat- 
ter of the seven thunders was sealed up, and 
has remained sealed up ever since. When 
the time comes for the revelation to be 
made, God will make it. Until then spec- 
ulation is a waste of time.
